Guests, Senate Offices Are Humming Now 
With Tariff Activity

WASHINGTON, D. C. 


Ordinarily the long whi-e marble corridors of the Senate Office Building 


echo the fsotsieps of very few visitors. 


A Senator strolling to his office, 


a stenographer visiting another office, a clerk carrying letters or franked 
speeches to the Post Office, elevator boys reading iaw books, policemen 


Studying racing form sheets. 

Even when Congress is in session 
there Is no great activity in the Senate 
Office Building. Constituents and lob- 
byists call on Senators tn the visitors’ 
reception room just off the Senate 
chamber. 

With the rest of Washington pretty 
quiet these days, the Senate building 
easily tg the busiest place in town. 
Lines of taxis roll up to the entrances 
and disgorge keen looking men bearing 
fat brief cases. An air of business 
and bustle dominates the place. Groups 
of men block the corridors.’ Others 
trek in and out of Senatorial offices. 

The answer ought to be easy. 

A tariff bill is on the fire. Nearly 
very one wants to sit In at the feast. 

Four sub-committees of the Finance 
Committee are holding daily hearings 
on various schedules. Four of the big- 
gest hearing rooms in the building are 
congested daily. Prospective witnesses 
overflow into the corridors, perch on 
press tables, in window sills or stand 
first on one foot and then another 
around the walls. 

Nearly every known variety of Amer- 
ican business man may be encountered 
in one of the four audiences. There 
is quite a guessing contest on among 
dally attendants as to who can spot 
the witnesses geographically and in- 
dustrially before they go to the witness 
chatr and identify themiselves to the 
stenographer. 


FQUR HEARINGS AT ONCE 

One morning this week four sections 
of the tariff bill were being considered 
in as many big rooms. Senator Reed 
Smoot was presiding at a hearing on 
Sugar, David Reed of Pennsylvania on 
metals and manufactures thereof; 
Bingham of Connecticut, over wool 
and its manufactures; Keyes of New 
Hampshire over “sundries.” 

In the sugar hearing room there was 
a truly cosmopolitan group—Filipinos, 
Cubans, Porto Ricans, New York and 
Colorado refining company heads; a 
former Cabinet officer, a former Am- 
bassador, a retired Army general, law- 
yers, lobbyists, ladies, loafers, a sprink- 
ling of Congressmé@n, trade journal re- 
porters. 

The Eastern industrialist stood out 
in Senator Reed's committee room. 
Any one asking more than one guess 
ought to be ruled off. Of course, it was 
a hearing on metals. Pennsylvania was 


having its day. The sleekssteel and fron 
barons and their high-salaried econo- 
mists, experts, lawyers and lobbyists. 

The sundries schedules brought a 
strange assortment. Importers small 
and large, many with samples of their 
articlas of trade to exhfbit, talk of 
many things—curled hair, toys, arti- 
ficial flowers, phonograph needles, 
straw hats, pearl beads, corsets, shoe 
buckles, pipe organs, carillons, peat 
moss, pencils, bleached beeswax. A ma- 
jority are New Yorkers, Many are the 
type we know as small business men. 
The names the witnesses give are 
Cohen, Schemerhorn, Strasser, Lederer, 
Kraushar, Marconetti, Urmston, Scha- 
Piro and Jensen. 

This being a tariff revision limited 
by White House mandate to agricul- 
tuz2#l and allied products, the search 


went on for a farmer. None had been 
encountered thus far, although there 
were some references to the plight of 
the sugar beet growers of the West by 
former Secretary of Agriculture Jardine. 
One could. see the tears welling in the 
eyes of Reed Smoot. 


There were no farmers among the 
steel magnates telling Dave Reed why 
they should have unprecedented sched- 
ules. A visit to the hearing on the 
wool schedules brought ‘its reward. 
There were a half dozen ranchers from 


the Western ranges. They were hardy. 


looking lads: sun-browned, coatless, 
collariess, battered slouch hats. 


In other days when Schedule K was 
the storm centre of tariff revision that 
rearing would have been of sufficient 
importance to have the full committee 
sit. This time it was intrusted to 
Bingham, Greene, of Vermont; Sackett 
of Kentucky, Simmons of North Caro- 
lina, and George of Georgia. 


HEAT IN WASHINGTON 


It was a matter of days when the 
commercially minded of the national 
capital would rise in ringing protest 
against the news going out to the 
world about the torridity of Washington 
in the summer time. The Congression- 
al recess provoked much of the com- 
ment. Members discussed the -severity 
of Washington's summer heat during 
dehates on the floor. 


Just why there should be any dis- 
agreement over the fact that Wash- 
ington can be one of the hottest, 
stickiest places during July and August 
probably would not occur to any one 
who has been here during those 
months. 


The commercial clubs, trade boards 
and local press are amazed, that any 
such statements should be made even 
in jest, and declared with long, straight 
faces that misrepresentations of the 
sort are harmful to business, deterring 
tourists. They assert that there is no 
more delightful summer resort in 
America than is Washington. And 
they say that as they draw soggy 
handerchiefs over heady brows.

To show the world what a swell sys- 
tem his firm has he told of some re- 
sults of its operation in the chamber 
of the House of Representatives during 
the closing days of the session. He as- 
serted that the condensers of the: air 
drawn by suction fans from the hall 
of the House showed the air averaged 
about five quarts of water per hour. 


That was intended to prove the hu- 
midity of the national capital and was 
believed to constitute a record of some 
sort. Naturally there was a lot of bum 
gags about those five quarts per hour. 
Some called it liquified gas; others 
wanted it sent down to Prohibition 
Commissioner Doran for a chemical 
analysis to determiné whether it was 
gin or “cawh.”
